H. R. Clark came here from C h ica ­ 
go today and arrested John T. W at­ 
kins, of Mazon, III., and Arthur M. 
Jones, 
of Lyndon, 111,, 
both 
stu­ 
dents of Northern Illinois college, 
says a Fulton, III., dispatch. 


The facts which led to the arrest, 
it is said, are that on M ay 7 
Q. F. 
Cady, John T. Watkins and Arthur 
Jones approached Rev. R. A. Mor- 


ley, president of the Northern iJIi- 
nois college, and said they knew 


certain things against him that, 
if 
made public, would be ruinous to 
his moral character. 
T hey further 
declared that unless he would give 
them a certain sum of money they 
would make their statements public 
at once. 


T hey came to him again at noon 
the same day, and O. F. Cady, for 
the two students, Jones and W at­ 
kins, said they wanted the privilege 
of attending school here until they 
were graduated, one in the classical 
and the other in the 
philosophical 
course. 
Cady said he must have a 
contract from M’orley for the bal­ 
ance of the ’96 money and for ’97, 
with a salary of $80 a month, 
and 
that if discharged during the year 
the whole year’s salary became due 
at once. 


He said they would give 
M otley 
till 5 p. m. 
that day to settle the 
matter. 


COXSULT-S A L A WY E R . 


Morley at once consulted an at­ 
torney, and the latter advised him 
in order to get evidence against the 
conspirators to apparently concede 
to the demands of Jones and W at­ 
kins, and give them nontransferable 
scholarship for whatever time they 
demanded, but that Morley was to 
get a statement from them to that 
eftect. 
At 5 P- 
Morley found 
Cody and 
the two students upon 
the college 
campus. 
When 
they 
saw him they approached and Mor- 
le>, speaking to Cody, said: 
“ Suppose I see the boys now and 
you after supper?”

C O D V ’s H A N D S HOWN. 


C o d y came to M orley’s office aft­ 
erward and said he had changed his 
mind.
